March of 1S04 he proclaim?-! the mas- 
sacre of all the whites, calling upon, 
his people to 'rende- war for war, 
crime for crime, and outrage for out- 
isxge to the European cannibals 
who 


have so long preyed upon our race." 


As a resr.lt of this 
proclamation 


there was a general massacre of nearly 
all the whites, including agei men. 
women and children, numbering at the 
lowest estimate 7.500. The 
negroes 


then declared Dessaline Emperor, and 
the following Octohei he was crowned 
at Port au Prince \v'th the title of 
Jean Jac<iues I. 


In October, 180C, .Dessaline was as- 


sassinated, after which the island was 
' divided into the Republics of Hayti 
and Santo Domingo.

There are 


ten servants for every guest, and 
twelve gardeners attend to the green 
terraces. Eight footmen stand in the 
dining room every night and do noth- 
ing but pour champagne. 
Then there 


are'common butlers to wait on table. 
Each guest is provided with individual 
servants. Each guest's chamber is pro- 
Tided with dressing room and bath. 
The baths, sunken in marble floors, are 
most luxurious." 


Over this remarkable establishment 


one light haired young woman presides 
as housekeeper. She has two assist- 


• ants, and they in turn have their under- 


lings, who devote their time to the in- 
spection of the kitchen and bedrooms 
and engage and discharge servants. 
Andrew Carnegie's establishment is 
paradise for his servants. The same is 
true of his Fifth avenue home in New 
York. His servants are engaged at a 
yearly salary, and should they remain 
longer than a year their pay is in- 
creased every year until the fifth. When 
an employee has remained with the Car- 
negies for five years he or she is en- 
titled to an annual pension in case Of 
incapacitation from -work. It is said 
that the Carnegies have more domestic 
•ervants than any other family outside 
of royalty.

Henry G. Davis, the 
Democratic 


nominee for vice president, began ac- 
tive workiny life on the railroad of 
which he is now the president and chief 
stockholder, the West Virginia Cen- 
tral, says the Tucson (Ariz.)

He worked as a brakernan for five 
years and has never forgotten the 
tricks of the trade.

LOST BANK BOOKS. 


The Way Depositor* Are Protected 


and Made More Careful. 


"If we don't have at least five per- 


sons every day come i:i here to uivc 
notice of their lost bank book we think 
t unusual," said a cashier of one of the 
city banks recently. 


'As soon as a book is reported lost * 


check is made against it in the bank, 
and the loser is requested to advertibe 
the loss. For from a fortnight to thirty 
days ensuing no money can be with- 
drawn on that account, unless the book 
shall be found. 
If not found tin- de- 


aositor must apply for a new book. 
Generally an affidavit must first be 
made that the loser cannot find the 
twok aud that it has not been traus- 
Tcilvd v»L aa^ito*11-^- 


'All this is scarcely necessary, but 


it makes a bank absolutely safe in re- 
spect to that deposit, and it puts the 
depositor to enough trouble to make 
burn or her careful thereafter. Every- 
thing having been performed as out- 
lined, the depositor may get a ue\v 
book, which means opening a new ac- 
count, as accounts are never duplicated. 


"In my experience of many years I 


do not recall a case where finders have 
presented books in hopes of withdraw- 
ing money. It would be almost im- 
possible for a person not the owner of 
the book to withdraw a cent on the 
account. 
At the time of the original 


deposit the depositor, before getting a 
book, has to answer certain questions 
which are framed to fix the depositor's 
identity and to protect the depositor. 
The depositor must also leave an auto- 
graph on the bank register. Whenever 
money is withdrawn these questions 
must be answered and the autograph 
attached to an order. This is an ef- 
fectual test. Each book is numbered 
and bears the depositor's name. 


"We have been a»ked if depositors 


would not be better protected if banks 
omitted the name from the book and 
simply numbered it. 
We can see no 


advantage in that. The plan would not 
defeat the purposes of a thief, for one 
who would steal a bank book would 
know the name of the owner, and the 
withdrawal of deposits is so well 
guarded that even with the owner's 
name a finder could not get money 
from the bank. 


"There are probably from 1,200 to 


1,500 books lost every year, of which 
400 to 500 eventually turn up. 
That 


means from one-third to two-fifths of 
1 per cent of the whole number of 
books out disappear, and one-third of 
that number get back to the owners. 
Where the rest go is a puzzle not to be 
solved."—Chicago Tribune.

TIME FOR SCOTLAND. 


Ball on One Hill Drops "tVheii CannoB 


on Another IM Fired. 


"Speaking of clocks," said the travel- 


er, "Edinburgh, Scotland, has the most 
interesting time marking device I ever 
saw. The city lies between two hills. 
On one of these, known as Curlton Lill, 
there is an observatory tower, hi the 
top of which a large black ball is sus- 
pended. Across the valley, probably a 
mile away, is Castle hill, surmounted 
by the historic Edinburgh castle. One 
of the large guns in this fortress, point- 
ing toward Carlton hill, is electrically 
connected with the ball in the tower a 
mile away. Every evening at (J o'clock 
the gun is fired, and at the same mo- 
ment the ball falls. 
The device sets 


the official time for all Scotland. 


"It is interesting to stand on Carltoii 


hill at the appointed hour to see the 
simultaneous flash of the gun on Castle 
bill and the fall of the ball close at 
hand, while the roar of the gun Is of 
course some moments in crossing the 
valley. On the other hand, it is equal- 
ly interesting to stand beside the big 
gun at dusk to watch the ball at Carl- 
ton hill fall Just as the shot is fired. 
I recall once standing in the courtyard 
of the castle, watch in hatul, waiting 
for the cannon just overhead to be 
fired. It occurred to me it would be 
more exciting to watch the crowds of 
passing people, especially since not 
one was apparently thinking of the 
shot from the cannon. "When the roar 
took place, absolutely without warning, 
hardly a yard above the heads of the 
crowd, the scene well repaid my wait- 
ing.

screamed, and men and women juinpc'l 
to the side of the wall. Of course it 
was all over in a second, but in that 
moment it seemed that nu electric 
shock had passed through the crowd."

WHENCE BEEF COMES. 


Ranohen of the Went and How Meat 


Strike Will Affect Them. 


Sam W. Forsha, one of the best 


known ranchers in Kansas, 
passed 


through Kansas City recently on his 
way east, says the Chicago Post. In 
speaking of the great struggle between 
the meat packers and the strikers Mr. 
Forsha said: ''The packer, the striking 
employees and the long suffering con- 
sumer may have their troubles, but 
these are all passive compared with 
those of the producer who sees his 
herds ready for market without a mar- 
ket to send them to and who sees 
his cattle literally eating up all the 
profits that their ultimate sale may 
realize. 


"TLu difficulty to the ranchman is 


twofold. On the one hand his market- 
able stock will eat their heads off dur- 
ing the strike, and on the other the 
market, when it is restored, will be so 
glutted that stock shipped immediately 
will fall short of realizing what it 
would under normal conditions. 


"The cattle leeders of Kansas and 


Nebraska will be the principal suffer- 
ers. To the large ranchmen of Texas 
and New Mexico the loss will be 
slight. There all the cattle are grass 
fed anyway, and grass is as free as 
air and a great deal freer than water, 
so that it makes little difference in the 
final profits how long a steer feeds be- 
fore he is shipped. But on the small 
feeding ranches every day a steer is 
held after he reaches his maximum 
weight means a dead loss. To let him 
drop back in weight means to lose ev- 
erything that has been gained before, 
while to keep him at the high point 
•means to feed him heavily on high 
priced grain without the prospect of 
any return. 


"The other sufferers from the strike 


have other resources, but the cattle 
feeder has none. The packers have oth- 
er interests or may have bank accounts, 
the strikers have relief funds and the 
consumers may turn vegetarians. But 
with the producer, when his cattle fail 
of profits everything has failed." 


It is from the feeding ranches of 


Kansas and Nebraska and other cen- 
tral states that the packing houses of 
the middle west draw their supplies. 
The big ranches do not as a rule fur- 
nish cattle suitable for the packers' use. 
The rang* cattle come to the packei 
ultimately, to be sure, but it is after 
they have undergone a year or so feed- 
ing at the small ranches, whose very 
existence has been threatened in this 
strike. 


RIVAL TO LAWN TENNIS. 


Tambonrello the Latest Game Played 


In London. 


The newest outdoor game Is called by 


the somewhat euphonious name of 
tambourello, says the London Mail. It 
derives this name from the instrument 
of play, which is nothing more or less 
•than a tambourine. The game is play- 
ed exactly like lawn tennis, the differ- 
ence being that in place of a racnet a 
tambourine is used. 


But this difference is a big one, as 


any one who has ever played lawn ten- 
nis will readily understand. That the 
game has prospects of becoming popu- 
lar is evidenced by the fact that two 
clubs have recently made application 
to the London county council for per- 
mission to play tambourello in the 
parks under the council's control, and 
this permission has been readily ac- 
corded. 


The physical exercise afforded by 


tambourello is considerable, and to hit 
the ball with such an awkward instru- 
ment requires a remarkably strong 
wrist. Nothing but practice can devel- 
op this particular type, which will later 
no doubt be known as the tambourello 
wrist. The tambourine, by the way, if 
the player so wishes, can be tied with 
the usual bells, which will lend a music- 
al accompaniment to the game. 


While tambourello will probably be- 


come very popular among the gentler 
sex, men will also find in the game a 
pastime at which it is oy no means 
easy to become an accomplished player. 
Beginners find it very hard to return a 
ball over the net at all. When they 
make their first attempts the tambour- 
ine lacks driving power—or apparently 
lacks it until the secret of its driving 
capabilities has been discovered. 
It 


takes some practice to make the dis- 
covery, but when the trick of driving 
the ball has been learned immense im- 
petus can be given it with the tam- 
bourine. 


The game in the London parks will, 


of course, be played on grass, but an 
asphalt court offers better facilities. 
Volleying cannot be indulged fc and a 
slow court, as a grass court often is, 
especially after rain, does not permit 
of a good back game. 
Lady players 


will especially appreciate the advan- 
tages of playing from the back of the 
court, for iris doubtful if ever they 
could develop the tambourello wrist 
sufficiently to enable them to volley to 
any great extent.

Time Signals by Wireless Telegraphy 


The distribution of time signals 


throughout the United States by tele- 
graph from the naval observatory at 
Washington is the means of furnishing 
the people- with correct time and is 
greatly appreciated. To transmit such 
signals to ships on the high seas is now 
deemed possible by means of wireless 
telegraphy, and the navy department 
is said to be contemplating such a step, 
with the first transmitting center to be 
located at Key West, says Harper's 
Weekly. Exact time at sea is essen- 
tial to navigation, and every vessel car- 
ries a chronometer, keeping Greenwich 
or Washington time, whose error or 
rate must be known accurately and al- 
lowed for in making the daily compu- 
tation of the vessel's position. By the 
proposed plan from each center wire- 
less signals would be sent out at exact 
noon, according to the naval observa- 
tory.

BUILDING 


IS STOPPED BY A STRIKE IN NEW 


YORK CITY. 


It Is Feared That Another Big Labor 


Struggle May Result—The Feel- 


ing Is Extremely Bitter. 


New York, Aug. 2.—The Building 


Trades Alliance, made up of 17 unions, 
has declared a strike against the 
George A. Fuller Construction com- 
pany, and work was lied up on the 
Times building, New York Hippo- 
crome and Taber building 


The reason given for calling out the 


men was because of a claim that the 
fuller company has been using stone 
from, non-union quarries and trimming 
vards. In some quarters it is said that 
the actual a-eason for the strike was 
a fear that the Building Trades' Em- 
ployers' Association would declare a 
lockout. At a meeting the governing 
Loard of the Employers' 
Association 


formulated a letter whicE was sent to 
each of the unions in the Building 
Trade Alliance. 


The strike and the move of the em- 


ployers grew out of a series of dis- 
putes that promises to 
involve the 


employers and the union men in the 
building trades in another struggle. 
The feeling is extremely bitter be- 
tween the two sides, and both 
have 


been preparing for the fight that ap- 
pears to be beginning. 


The employers assert that if they 


are driven to it they, will declaire war. 
to the finish on the unions and employ 
non-union, men under an 
open-shop 


policy. The employers claim that ever 
since the arbitration agreement was 
entered into a year ago after the peace- 
ful settlement of the long fight in the 
luilding trades there has been a dis- 
position on the part of some unions 
to violate. They say the subway strike 
is such a violation, as is the strike of 
the'marble workers on the Hall of 
Records and a strike of painters de- 
clared last Saturday on all contracts 
of J. L. Nelson & Co.

likely to attract attention, and few 
men are philologists or oven sufficient- 
ly interested in the history of language 
to realize that words are born and 
live and die as we do, and that in the 
interval they are subjected to insidious 
changes of fashion—affecting 
them 


•where they can be affected in meaning 
and spelling and pronunciation— and 
that a British academy woti-ki put an 
end to all this. 


But as yet fate or chance or what- 


ever the gcd. of dictionaries may be 
called has a free hand. And to the fact 
that time plays such unkind pranks 
upon poor harmless words, making 
them vulgar, perhaps, or ridiculous, we 
owe the lighter side of philology. So 
that when we take up an old version 
of the Bible—Wyelif, say, or Cover- 
dale, or Tyndale—we may read, with 
feelings, perhaps, not of unmixed rever- 
ence, that the Lord "trounced'' Sisera 
and all his host or that he snubbed his 
people, or, looking a little further, 
we may see the beloved of King Solo- 
mon "hopping"' among the mountains, 
and the apostles, or the long skirted 
elders of Israel, rending their clothes 
aud "skipping" out among the people. 
"Lo," says Wyelif, "he shall not nappe, 
nether slepo that kepth Israel." And 
in translating Hebrews xii, 22, "But 
ye are come * * * unto an innumerable 
company of angels," Tyndale, In per- 
fect confidence of its fitness, uses the 
unhappy expression, '"a 'sight' of an- 
gels." But indeed we do not need to 
go so far back. 
Look at the seven- 


teenth verse of the Seventh Psalm of 
our modern Bible. 
"His mischief," 


says David, "shall return upon his 
own head, and his violent dealing shall 
come down upon his own 'pate.' " 


Some strange discoveries we make, 


too, among the poets.' ''Ye sacred 'imps' 
that on Piirnasso dwell," sings Spenser 
in yn ardent invocation to the Muses. 
Aud let us look at the opening lines of 
another poem long forgotten: 
O Israel! O household of the Lord! 
O Abraham's "brats!" O brood of blessed 


seed! 


Brats and brood! Could we better this? 
But poor Gascoigne intended neither 
jest nor profanity, and Milton, a great- 
er than he, writes thus of Christ's 
temptation on the mountain, when Sa- 
tan, having shown him the kingdoms 
of the world, bears him back to the 
wilderness: 
Our Saviour, meek and with untroubled 


mind, 
After his aery jaunt, though hurried sore, 
Hungry and cold betook him to his rest. 


Strange that woid.s which have been 


applied -with reverence to the highest 
should fall so low. 


But the hand of time moves ever 


slowly and touches gently, and thes6 
changes, we may be sure, grotesque as 
they seem to us, came very gradually. 
We have but to think a moment to see 
that something of the kind is going on 
uow. Take the case of pronunciation, 
where we are dealing with what is 
relatively obvious and simple, for ten 
men can tell how a word is pronounced 
for one who can say what it means. 
Have not many of us heard old people 
talk of revenue or committee instead of 
rcvenqe and committee, the first word 
following the rule of change iu English 
pronunciation—that the accent should 
be thrown back to the beginning—the 
second being a rare exceptionV 
And 


did not Samuel Rogers complain that 
the newfangled pronunciation balcony 
made him sick? 
He, good man, had 


been brought up to call it balcony, and 
that is not so very long ago. So that 
•whether it goes by rule or by exception, 
whether we are governed by law or 
chance, we have to face the certainty 
that our pronunciation of many words 
-will sound as old fashioned to our 
grandchildren as committee does to us. 


But whether it makes us feel young 


or whether it makes us fee! old the 
habit of noticing words aud of inquir- 
ing into the origin of common phrases 
is an excellent one and unfortunately 
not common. Take some of the stock 
political expressions one finds in ev- 
ery newspaper, for example. The "man 
iu the street." whom the Boer war 
made famous, has Emerson for his 
parent. And Horace "Walpole bus the 
phrase "little inlander," which has per- 
haps a family likeness to the epithet 
"little Enzlander." And what of slang 
terms which v\e are accustomed to 
think of as American and modern and 
wholly reprehensible? 
Alas. Horace 


Walpole, the typical fine gentleman of 
the Georgian courts and 
literature, 


talks—it is almost too shocking to re- 
late—about "sitting puzzling" and of 
being ''as drunk as an owl." both epi- 
thets, we hasten to say. descriptive of 
others, not himself. And Dr. linrney, 
the historian of music and aftroisoiur, 
the friend of Johnson and of Burke, 
is actually found writing to his daugh- 
ter in 1V.'5, "The young Lndy Spencer 
and I have become very thick." 
I'.nf. 


more surprising stijl, that celebrated 
daughter herself writes in her diary, 
"I Mieaked out," "I had a \ilc cold." 
"Did you ever know such a toad?" 
all very direct, forcible expressions, 
any schoolgirl will say. 
"Is it not a 


shocking thing, my dear Susctte." the 
author of "Kvalina" writrs (in 17SO) 
to her favorite sister, "that I am oblig-

Some years ago 
au anonymous w liter contributed to 
the Xew Review this story of the Iron 
Chancellor's very human cleverness. 
When he represented Prussia ac the 
diet of Frimkfort in 18(i<; he had rea- 
son to suspect that his letters and dis- 
patches were "tampered with by the 
Austrians. 
Other diplomats suffered 


from the same meddling. 


One day, after .1 stormy meeting, 


Bismarck and the representative from 
Hanover walked away together, and 
as they walked the Hanoverian touch- 
ed on the sore subject and abked Bis- 
marck if he had round a way to get 
his letters through.

—Panic on Train. 


Willcesbarre, Pa., August 2.—An at- 


tempted murder,- followed by a suicide, 
caused a panic on a Lehigh Valley 
passenger train as it 
approached 


Mauch Chunk yesterday, and had it 
not been for. the coolness of the train- 
men some of the affrighted 
women 


would have jumped from the train and 
been injured. 


Edward Hitter, of South Lehighton, 


a waiter in a railroad 
restaurant, 


boarded the train at Leighton with his 
wife. They were quarrelipg( and con- 
tinued to quarrel as the train gained 
speed. Suddenly Ritter pulled a 38- 
caliber revolver out of his pocket. At 
sight 
of this 
•women 
passengers 


screamed and Mrs. Ritter turned just 
in time to save her life. He had aim- 
ed at her ear, and the bullet shattered 
her nose. 


She fell forward, while with wild 


shrieks the passengers fought and 
straggled to get to the doors No hand 
was raised to aid the wounded woman. 
Putter again placed the revolver near 
her head and fired. The bullet went 
through her cheek and lodged in her 
neck. By that time the train hands 
were forcing their way through the 
crowd1; of excited passengers. Seeing 
them 
coming Ritter blew out his 


brains and fell dead. 


Some one had pulled the conductor's 


rope and the train stopped otriekly, 
preventing many being injured, as, 
despite what the train men could do, 
the excited women were fighting to 
get to the steps and jump off. The 
wounded woman was taken to the 
South Bethlehem Hospital.
